The second theft occurred in room 2032. Both class- 
rooms were labeled “smart” because they had a projector 
and an Intemet Protocol connection, in addition to some 
other advance teaching aids, said Spencer Freund, Direc- 
tor at University Media Services.

The ADA not only upholds the 
rights of disabled Americans, but the " | 
Act appropriates walkway and rest- 
room standards in which public 
agencies must comply. According 
to ADA, the Sacramento State cam- 
pus pedestrian walkways should be 
lined with the appropriate markers to 
indicate the edge of the walkways. 

“The goal is to find all of the 
damaged areas and make it ADA 
compliant,” said Associate Vice Pres- 
ident. of Facilities Management 
Mathew Altier. 

The first phase of this project is 
underway, Altier said. The project

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Campus takes a STAND against smoking 


Health Center 
hopes to nip habit 
in the butt

The Student Health Center is 
taking a stand to help students quit 
their smoking habits. 

The Health Center is currently 
offering one-on-one student coun- 
seling to those who wish to quit 
smoking. 

Students are presented with facts 
about health risks associated with 
smoking so they can make an edu- 
cated choice about whether or not to 
quit. 

“Sometimes students want to 
quit, but they need the extra help,” 
said Health Educator Cyndra Kro- 
gen. 

Students Taking Action Against 


Nicotine Dependency (STAND) 
puts out another program that is of- 
fered to students. STAND offers a 
smoking cessation class once each 
semester for students to talk about 
their’ smoking habit. 

“Tt’s laid back, we don’t pres- 
sure anyone here,” Krogen said. 

STAND was awarded a grant, 
which allows the organization to 
research and study students who 
smoke at CSUS. 

The grant will end December 
2003. 

STAND found that 7.1 percent 
of students use tobacco everyday 
and 19.8 percent of students have 
used tobacco at least once os 
30 days. 

Those who have used tobacco at 
least once a day in the past 30 days 
are called social smokers. 

“Social smoking can be dan- 
gerous too, because sometimes it 
only takes six cigarettes to become 


addicted. The prime smoking target 
is 18 to 24 year-olds,” Krogen said. 

According to the Hazards of 
Smoking Web site, 11,000 people 
die every year from smoking and 
one person dies every five minutes 
due to a smoking-related disease. 
Smoking also affects non-smok- 
ers. 

- Those who are non-smokers are 
exposed to the harsh chemicals in 
tobacco and may suffer from pas- 
sive smoking, which is breathing 
other people’s second-hand smoke. 

Smoking is also related to nu- 
merous diseases such as lung can- 
cer, according to the National Heath 
Services Web site. 

“Smoking is a nasty habit that 
serves no purpose. It’s costly, your 
clothes smell and it can have serious 
affects on your health. It also af- 
fects those around who don’t 
smoke,” Senior Stephanie Perez 
said.

“We need to 
change with the times.”

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War with Iraq? 


“Students have mixed feelings about war

Increased taxes, a raise in gas 


prices and the possibility of a draft 


and attack are just a few of the prob- 
lems facing college students in the 
event of a conflict with Iraq. 

Sacramento State government 
professor Peter Davies said there 


will be little initial impact finan- 
cially to students, but there could 


-be greater cost if a prolonged war 
-took place. 

“I suspect very few for most stu- 
dents other than perhaps a relative- 
ly short spike in the price of gas,” 

_ Davies said. If it were to escalate 


‘into a wider Middle East war that , 


‘caused permanent damage to oil 


‘fields and facilities it could cause 


‘long term damage to the economy. 
‘The most likely financial problem 
‘ for at least some students would be 
‘for those in the military reserve or 
' National Guard units who might be 
.called up to active duty and thus 
‘temporarily lose their civilian in- 
;come.as well as having to put | their 
‘education on hold.” 

The American Automobile As- 
sociation of Northern California re- 
leased a report stating gas prices 
have risen by eight cents, from 
$1.73 per gallon to $1.81 in the last 
month in the San Francisco area in

anticipation of a war with Iraq. 

In addition to the increase in gas 
prices, students may also have to 
face the possibility of an enactment 
of the War Powers Act that allows 
the government to draft citizens in 
the event of a prolonged war. 

Sac State student Amir Mizany, 
a senior majoring in Management 
Information Systems, said he would 
dodge a government draft by telling 
officials the worst possible excuse. 

Santiago Avilar, a senior major- 
ing in History said he would fight in 
the war if drafted, despite the fact 
that he is married and has a young 
daughter. 

“T would go, but I wouldn’t vol- 
unteer,” Avilar said 

Davies said there is no need to be 
concerned as he thinks there will 
not be the need for a draft. 

“T don’t foresee any military 


need for such large numbers of 


troops, nor do I see the conflict drag- 
ging on at such a high intensity long 
enough for conscripts to be trained 
and still be needed,” Davies said. 
In addition the political cost and po- 
litical resistance to the current ad- 
ministration of reintroducing con- 
scription would be astronomical.” 

Although there have been no di- 
rect attacks to the U.S. recently, Avi- 
lar thinks an attack on California 
could ee soon.

“T think the west coast is in dan- 
ger of being attacked. They re put- 
ting a lot of heightened security on 
the east coast and they are neglect- 
ing the west,” Avilar said. 

Avilar said he thinks the terror- 
ists realize this and could easily 
smuggle a small nuclear weapon 
into San Francisco that would be 
powerful enough to reach the Sacra- 
mento area. 

He said the real danger would 
come from chemical weapons that 
could be used against the U.S. 

California has programs in place 
to aid the public in the event of a 
chemical weapon attack including 
counseling and educating on what to 
do in case of attack. 

The Center for Economic and 
Policy Research reports taxes would 
be raised approximately 1.7 percent 
in order to pay for a war against ter- 
rorism if a report by the Congres- 
sional Budget Office is accurate. In 
the report released by the CBO, a 
conflict with Iraq would cost the 
United States roughly $13 billion 
to depley troops, $6-9 billion per 
month of fighting a war, $5-7 billion 
to return troops and $1-4 billion to 
occupy Iraq. 


“T think it'll get ugly.” Avilar - 


said. “It could be more than just 
Iraq, all of our enemies in the Mid- 
dle East could attack us.”

was selected for the Thanksgiving 
week to ensure minimal conflict with 
pedestrian traffic. 

The raised texture of the tiles 
gives a visually impaired individual 
the ability to locate a major walk- 
way without question, as well as am- 
ple notification to others passing 
through. 

The tiles function much like 
guardrails on the freeway and it pre- 
vents what English major Eve Woods 
Maitland refers to as “veering off 
into oblivion.” 

Maitland is grateful for the up- 
grade, but expressed concern over 
the adhesive used to hold down the 
previous set of tiles. 

“The adhesive used before tends 
to expand and contract in hot and 
cold weather,” said Maitland. “With 
the elements of weather constantly 
wearing down these tiles, I hope that 
an alternate solution arises.” 

Biondi Paving, who has been 


__ contracted for the project, will not 


use adhesives. Instead, the tiles will

This tactic will increase the longevi- 
ty of the tiles and decrease the likeli- 
hood of constant replacement. 

Funding for ADA-related issues 
falls under a specific category of 
funding. 

According to Altier, a percentage 
of the construction money allocated 
to Facilities Management by the uni- 
versity is used specifically toward 
ADA compliance upgrades under 
the Minor Capital Outlay Fund. 

Unable to disclose exact figures, 
Altier said the walkway project ac- 
counts for 20 percent of the Minor 


Capital Outlay Fund of Facilities 
Management.

da. “This greatly decreases the 
amount of students running for of- 
fice.” 
According to an ASI survey of 
90 Sacramento State students, 75 
percent said the slate system is un- 
fair, while 73.6 percent said they 
would support ASI taking meas- 
ures to balance independent stu- 
dents running against slates. 
The committee highlighted two 
options that they felt would be most 
productive if implemented. 
The first option involves Lobby 
Corps taking responsibility for all 
promotional items for candidates, 
thus creating an equal amount of 
publicity for all parties involved. 
While Lobby Corps will have 
ultimate jurisdiction on the pro- 
duction of these materials, candi- 
dates will have more freedom with 
fliers.

The max- 
imum amount of people allowed 
in a slate is 15 and they would draw 
58 percent of the limit.. 

ASI would also allot $1,000 to 
match funds for independents.

(U-WIRE) WASHINGTON -A 
lawsuit accusing the fast food chain 
McDonald’s of contributing to the 
obesity of Americans was argued in 
New York City’s U.S. Courthouse 
two weeks ago. 

The case argued that McDonald’s 
failure to provide wamings about the 
dangers of eating fast food on fre- 
quent occasions and its failure to 
clearly showcase the amount of calo- 
ries and fat in their menu items was 
a leading factor in causing a large 
amount of children to become obese 
and suffer harmful health problems 
due to their obesity. 

According to the class action 
complaint filed, currently there are 
nearly twice as many overweight 
children and almost three tirhgs as

‘ who did not use condoms were sig- 


nificantly happier than those abstain- 
ing from sex or using condoms. The 
results also indicated that the women 
who were having regular unprotect- 
ed sex felt worse the longer it had 
been since they stopped having sex. 
The same was not true for those 
women who regularly wore con- 
doms. 

Since completing the initial study, 
Gallup has replicated it on a larger 
scale, using 700 women. The results 
for the second study ‘also indicated 
that semen could have a positive ef- 
fect on a woman’s mood. Gallup at- 
tributes the mood enhancement to 
various hormones found in ejaculate. 

Dr. Winifred Cutler, best known 
for her discovery of pheromones in 
1986, told Salon.com in a July 2002 
online interview that the good mood 
felt by women in a sexual relationship 
has to do more with intimacy rather 
than bare lovemaking. 

Contrary to Cutler’s belief, Gallup 
maintains that intimacy did not con- 
found the results of his experiment. 
Still, Gallup is the first to say that his 
results: are not set in stone. 

“Simply having sex cannot ac- 
count for their relative happiness,” 
Gallup told Reuters Health in an on- 
line article published in November

Critics of Gallup’s theory maintain 
that his results cannot be conclusive 
because there are too many “‘con- 
founding variables.” In other words, 
there are too many other elements 
that could contribute to a woman’s 
happiness besides regular exposure 
to semen via unprotected sex. 

Some in the health community 


‘fear Gallup’s study may be sending 


the wrong message to college-aged 
women. 

They assert that this study may 
be advocating unprotected sex. These 
fears are justified, considering the 
amount of college students having 
unprotected sex is high. 

According to a recent survey of 
8,500 undergraduates at Harvard 
School of Public Health in Boston, 24 
percent said they never use condoms. 

In light of studies such as.Gallup’s, 
health educators on college campus- 
es warn students of the dangers of 
unprotected sex. 

“Condom use is very important in 
preventing the transmission of STDs 
and in preventing pregnancy,” Rita 
Ruhter, a health educator at Student 
Health Services.at SDSU, said. 

In his defense, Gallup said that 
advocating unprotected sex is the last 
thing he wants to do.

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Berkeley dean resigns 
amid harassment alle- 
gations 

(U-WIRE) BERKELEY, Calif. 
- The dean of the University of Cal- 
ifornia-Berkeley’s school of law re- 
signed Wednesday in connection 
with allegations he sexual harassed 
a former law student. 

Dean John Dwyer denied the 
charges of sexual harassment, but 
admitted to a single consensual en- 
counter with a student two years 
ago. 

“T acknowledge that this reflect- 
eda serious error in judgement [sic] 
on my part and was inappropriate,” 
Dwyer wrote in an intemal memo to 
the Boalt Law School community. 

Dwyer also resigned his faculty 
position. 

Ina farewell memo to his former 
students and colleagues, Dwyer 
stressed that “there is no allegation 
that any form of sexual intercourse 
occurred.” 

The news came unexpectedly to 
many on Boalt Hall’s faculty. 


Colleges respond to 
new Sex Crimes Act 


(U-WIRE) ITHACA, N.Y. - As 
of Oct. 28, officials at colleges and 
universities across the nation face 
new regulations concerning con- 
victed sex offenders on campus. 

According to a U.S. Department 
of Education release, the Campus 
Sex Crimes Prevention Act, which 
became effective last month, aims to 
insure that students, faculty and staff 
receive notice about sex offenders 
who work or study on campus. 

The law also extends the Cleary 
Act, mandating that information on 
sex offenders be added to the crime 

































statistics released by campus police 
departments annually. 


Student facts on Iraq 


(U-WIRE) STANFORD, Calif. 
- While a majority of Americans are 
in favor of carrying out military ac- 
tion against Iraq, many Stanford 
University students are still unde- 
cided on the question of whether 
the United States should wage war 
— an ambivalence that many at- 
tribute to a lack of information on the 
issues. , 

In an attempt to ascertain the lev- 
el of student knowledge about facts 
surrounding the Iraq debate, The 
Stanford Daily conducted an anony- 
mous informal survey of 50 Stan- 
ford students yesterday afternoon. 

According to the poll’s results, 
students seemed to have a relative- 
ly clear understanding of the un- 
derlying issues of the Iraq contro- 
versy but are less knowledgeable 
about developments within the last 
several months. 

Ninety-three percent of those 
surveyed were able to supply one or 
more reasons as to why the Bush 
administration is currently seeking 
military action against Iraq. 

Eighty-four percent were able 
to explain some of the ways that 
the United States has been involved 
in Iraq since the conclusion of the 
Persian Gulf War. 

Some students mentioned the 
negative effects that the post-Gulf 
War peace terms have brought upon

Foreign students face 
new INS deadlines 


(U-WIRE) MINNEAPOLIS - 

New federal regulations an- 
nounced Friday added 13 countries 
to a list the U.S. government will 
use to monitor foreigners living in 
the United States, causing many 
concerns for international students 
and their advisers. 

All male foreigners age 16 and 
older with temporary visas from 
countries such as Lebanon, North 
Korea and Somalia — including in- 
ternational students -- are required 
to report to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service to be inter- 
viewed, fingerprinted and pho- 
tographed. 

"It's kind of scary because it re- 
quires people to physically report to 
the INS office with deadlines that 
are pretty near," said Craig Peterson, 
assistant director for University In- 
temational Student and Scholar Ser- 
vices. 

In August, the INS announced 
that men entering the United States 
who were from Iran, Iraq, Libya, 
Sudan and Syria would be finger- 
printed. 

Earlier this month, the new fin- 
gerprinting requirement was ex- 
tended to include foreigners already 
in the United States.

Lethal Weapons 


o weeks ago, I reported 
upon the billions of dol- 
lars that the Department 
of Defense is spending 

upon new military techniques. I 
introduced the movement to stop 
the militarisation of space that has 
been put forth by Congressman 
Dennis Kuchinich and many sci- 
entists and activists. Part of the po- 


. tential legislation speaks to the re- 


striction of non-traditional weapons 
that utilize directed energy beams. 
While this might sound like sci- 
ence fiction, the reality is that our 
government and others has been 
quietly financing means 'to control 
population. 

While incredulous, after putting 
myself in the shoes of a govern- 
ment, it would make perfect sense 
to continue to develop weapons. 
Guns only go so far, and the threat 
of bombs do not directly address 
the mostly behavioral problems 
faced by governments. After read- 
ing a giant report for the European 
Union written by the Omega 
Foundation (a human rights watch 
organization) I understood that na- 
tions are looking for new means 
for policing, not only their own peo- 
ple, but under the’ power of the 
United Nations, the world as well. 
Most of these “less than lethal’ 
weapons are forms of tear gas, rub- 
ber or plastic bullets, blunt trauma 
crowd dispersal grenades, and 
sticky foam, but some are even 
scarier. om 

This week, we Will explore this 
topic more, looking how non-lethal 
weapons (NLW) are not meant to 
kill but do perhaps even worse 
harm. One Army weapon, as pre- 
sented in al997 “Future of Non- 
Lethal Weapons” conference, used 
“mechanical pressure wave gener- 
ation” to “provide the war fighter 
with a weapon capable of deliver- 
ing incapacitating effects, from 
lethal to non-lethal.” These acoustic 
weapons can cause serious harm, 
according to expert Bill Arkin, 
causing cavities in human tissue 
and rupturing organs. 

Additionally, as reported in an 
article by Hwaa Irfan, the States’ 
military complex is looking at the 
newest research in the Psycholog- 
ical Operations, PSYOP. One of 
the techniques being developed uses 
magneto encephalography, or 
MEG. This is the study of the hu- 
man brain’s magnetic fields, pio- 
neered by David Cohen at Massa- 
chusetts Information Technology 
in 1968. As quoted by Ifran, Capt- 
ian Paul Tyler of the U.S. Air

Force wrote in 1984 “The body is 
basically an electromagnetic sys- 
tem...over the past decade, re- 
searchers have devised many math- 
ematical models to approximate the 
internal fields.”

When I spoke to Leuren 
Moret, a geoscientist who is cur- 
rently campaigning in Japan about 
NLWs, she confirmed that report. 
Moret, who used to work at 
Lawrence Livermore believes that 
these weapons are already being 
tested in the Gulf War and in riot 
prevention. “The Russians have 
tested this technology, and they dis- 
covered that at certain frequencies 
they can control all body functions. 
It can cause people to throw up, 
disorientation, massive headaches.” 
These types of psychological 
weapons in general can control bal- 
ance, cause involuntary defecation, 
create epileptic fits, and make an 
individual hear voices in his head.

Additionally, it 
is fueled by a nation that fears many. 
We need to question why we need 
to futher laden taxpayers with debt 
for necessary, really non-lethal 
things like schools and homeless 
shelters, and yet we spend hundreds 
of billions a year on war toys.

His dreams of 
turning Sac State into the Florida 
State of the West Coast were laugh- 
able. Volek accomplished all he 
could by turning a dire program 
into a decent one. With limited 
funds, resources and support, 
Volek’s potential was limited. Still, 
he did his best to revitalize Hornet 
football, but when all was said and 
done. It just wasn’t enough. 

He battled against Sac State’s 
underfunded program, went eight 
rounds, but was finally knocked out. 

- The Hornets appeared to reach 
a peak in 2000 and 2001, when the 
team recorded their only two win- 
ning seasons under Volek. Since 
joining the Big Sky in 1996, Volek 
compiled a winning percentage of 
.346 — worst among all Big Sky 
coaches. 

It wasn’t that the Hornets were 


- doomed for failure; Sac State foot- 


ball was just stuck in a major rut.

Readers blend lattes and literary works 


raduate student Benjamin “B.J.” Shaw 

G doesn’t look like the type of guy who 

would fight for literature at Sac State. 

His hulking figure looms over a library podium, 

his face thickly bearded and his ears pierced. He 

leans in on his elbows and scowls at a poetry se- 
lection in front of him. 

Seated beside the podium, Shaw’s collabora- 
tor Jared Jensen starts a blues riff on acoustic 
guitar. Shaw nods to the beat and looks up at a 
small audience. 

“This one’s called ‘Denim Delight,”’ Shaw an- 
nounces in an unexpectedly soft voice. “I don’t 
even know how to explain it.” 

So begins another installment of Caffeinated 
Collective, the Calaveras Station Literary Club’s 
weekly series of poetry and fiction readings. 
Now ints third semester, the event has become 
a Tuesday night ritual for Shaw, Jensen and oth- 
er members of Sac State’s small but loyal writing 
community. 

Co-founded by Shaw and adjunct English in- 
structor Mandy Real, the Collective showcases a 
mix of novice and published writers eager to put 
a voice to their work — and encourage peers. 

The readings are the result of brainstorms and 
what Shaw and Real refer to as “bitch sessions.” 

“We were mostly talking about the lack of a 
campus community,” Shaw explains, “but then fo- 
cused more on the lack of a writing community.” 

“B.J. and I were complaining about the lack 
of support on this campus for creative writers,” 
adds Real. “There were no regularly planned 
events that allowed students to share their work 
with others. B.J. and I decided to change that.” 

Shaw and Real planned to schedule two writ- 
ers per week, each of whom would read a selec- 
tion of original poetry, fiction or creative non- 
fiction. The Collective would also feature an 
occasional open mic night, as well as readings by 
published poets and novelists among the English 
faculty. 

After receiving the go-ahead from the school 
and the English department, Shaw and Real went

An old organization:is making a 
comeback, and a voice for the disabled 
community at Sacramento State. The 
newly organized Disabled Student Union 
(DSU), headed by graduate student 
Michelle Ellis, will serve as a forum for 
the disabled community on campus. 

A number of plans are in the works 
for the DSU, with Ellis in charge of im- 
plementing them. 

DSU Vice President Kristin Kag- 
gerud said they want to “make the cam- 
pus more aware, more disable friend- 
ly.” 

According to member Glen Simp- 
son, there are a lot of misunderstand- 
ings, especially about people with learn- 
ing disabilities, like himself. He sees the 
DSU as “a chance for the invisible mi- 
nority to become visible.” 

Ellis is focusing on organizing bi- 
weekly rap sessions, informal meetings 
for DSU members and others to con- 
vene and discuss sensitive issues. 


The rap sessions are one way Ellis 
hopes to inform people. She says mis- 
understandings can create anger in the 
disabled community. “Life is 90 percent 
attitude, so you better havea good one,” 
she said. She wants to encourage positive 
activism, instead of anger. 

Ellis’s ideas for this positive activism 
include campus activities designed to 
involve the disabled community and the 
rest of the campus. 

Kaggerud points out that many dis- 
abled students are not aware of all the 
services available to them. She said the 
DSU would work to connect students 
with counseling and academic advising. 

A number of ideas are in the works to 
help the group achieve its goals. Among 
them are a finals survival kit full of tips 
and study guides. Kaggerud said they 
may get things organized in time for this 
semester’s round of finals. If not, it will 
definitely be ready for next semester. 

Ellis and Kaggerud also have a 
wheelchair basketball game on the agen- 
da. They are working on getting the 
Sacramento Cagers, a wheelchair bas- 


ketball team, to come to Sac State for a 
game with students. * 

Two events:are scheduled for the end 
of the semester. For the DSU’s last meet- 
ing on Tuesday, Simpson, a storyteller for 
the library, will be telling stories to the 
group. 

The biggest item on the agenda is a 
silent auction scheduled for Dec. 10. 
The auction will go from 8:30 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. in the Lobby Suite of the 
Union. The group still needs donations 
for this event, which will raise money for 
future activities. 

While it may take some time to get 
things going, the DSU members have a 
lot of ideas and are off to a good start. 
“‘We’re trying to rebuild the DSU,” Kag- 
gerud said. The members see the DSU 
as a welcome and much needed addition 
to the array of organizations on cam- 
pus.

Bond lives to ‘Die Another Day’

In “Die Another Day,” there’s 
really nothing new, original or un- 
characteristically spectacular about 
the ultimate secret agent. But that’s 
just fine by me. 

The film opens with the usual 
whiz-bang action sequence, setting 
up fairly realistic villains from the 
North vs. South Korean conflicts. 
Embarrassingly, our man Bond gets 
captured after killing the son of a 
high-ranking Korean officer. Over 
a year later, Jimmy’s boss, M 
(Dame Judi Dench of “The Impor- 
tance of Being Earnest’), trades his 
keyster in exchange for one of the 
bad guys he didn’t kill before his 
capture. She doesn’t trust our “man. 
with the plan,” and so he escapes 
from her and “Her Majesty’s Se- 
cret Service” to fight a few more 
days. 

Jim comes to discover a saucy 
mamma jamma in the likes of Jinx 
(Oscar-winner Halle Berry for 
‘Monsters’ Ball’’) and another bad 
man of sorts in Gustay Graves 
(Toby Stephens of “Possession”). A 
plot involving a life-giving satel- 
lite that doubles as another ultimate 
weapon is the center of this 
episode’s universe, but hey, as long 
as Bond kicks some serious booty 
and makes more serious booty calls, 
there’s nothing to complain about, 
right? 

Now, I can deal with James 
Bond being captured, but the way 
they do it doesn’t look much dif- 
ferent than the infinite other P.O.W. 
films out there. And that title song 
by Madonna is just unforgivable. 

After those first 20 or so min- 
utes, we get to see our buddy Pierce 
do his thing. Espionage, taking in 
the sights, the sounds, the bodies -

all in the name of Queen Liz. Berry 
does well as a Bond girl that can 
beat a man like an egg in a blender 
and has fun in this popcorn flick. 

Stephens follows in the tradi- 
tion of admiring just how rich and 
pampered these enemies of Bond 


are, yet we just can’t wait to see 
Jimmy kick their behind. 
Rosamund Pike, as fencing expert 
Bond babe Miranda Frost, is a de- 
licious sight to behold. It’s nice to 
see what good actors can do to pure 
popcorn, as Stephens and Pike 
please in such a manner. 

As do Samantha Bond in her 
incredibly hilarious turn as Miss 
Moneypenny and “Monty Python” 
alum John Cleese as Q. You just 
have to see it to believe it, to tell 
more would be to tell too much.

The child actors in “Secrets” are 
spectacular, especially when you 
consider that before being cast in the 
first film, they all were unknowns 
with little or no acting experience. 
Radcliffe, Grint and Watson are by 
far the best child actors in the film. 
They each seem to become their 
characters and accept their traits - 
Harry's bravery, Ron's humor and 
warmth; and Hermione's bossy na- 
ture came through in their superb 
performances. Felton, as Draco 
Malfoy, is also exceptional at con- 
cocting the perfect mix of malice 
and jealousy toward Harry and his 
friends. 

The film is a faithful rendition of 
the book upon which it is based. 
However, it did seem as though the 
filmmakers should have put more 
focus on characters with much big- 
ger roles in the novels that come 
after “Secrets.” But if Kloves and 
Columbus had included everything 
in the movie that was in the book, 
the film could stretch to four hours, 
which would likely annoy some 
moviegoers. 

“Secrets” rarely disappoints, 
which only reinforces Harry Pot- 
ter's wide appeal to all ages.

Caffeine: Collective meets each Tuesday 
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in search of a venue. 

“We started holding readings at 
Java City (in the University 
Union),” Shaw says, “to get that 
coffee house vibe and atmosphere 
that works well with poetry and fic- 
tion readings.” 

Initially, that atmosphere was 
overwhelming: According to Shaw, 
nearly 50 people showed up for the 
first-ever Collective last fall. As 
the school year progressed, how- 
ever, attendance began to decline. 
Featured readers expressed concern 
about the background noise around 
the coffee house, and the organizers 
themselves worried that the tucked- 
away location in the corner of the 
Union hindered the event's visibil- 
ity on campus. 

Before the fall 2002 semester, 
Shaw and Real approached library 
dean Dr. Terry Webb about moving 
their events to his building’s first- 
floor lobby. Webb not only allowed 
the readings in the lobby, but also 
agreed to let the Caffeinated Col- 
lective keep their namesake flowing 
in the notoriously food- and drink- 
restrictive library. 

In a separate arrangement, As- 
sociated Students Inc. provided the 
Literary Club a grant to purchase 
coffee and cookies for each reading. 

“AST has been generous,” Shaw 
says. ‘““We could do without the 
coffee and cookies, but it’s ex- 
tremely nice to be able to provide a 
friendly, welcoming environment 
for the audience.” 


This fall, the Collective has been 
far more conspicuous in the library 
lobby than it had ever been at Java 
City. The Collective’s banner hangs 
in plain view of every library visi- 
tor. 

Despite such efforts, many 
passers-by stop for little more than 
a quick look, a listen and a cookie. 
Regular attendance has continued to 
slide and writer interest has been 
lukewarm at best. 

“Tt’s frustrating when people 
don’t support this group,” Shaw 
says, “especially those who come to 
their scheduled reading and don’t 
come for the rest of the semester.” 

“We do have a handful of regu- 
lars who read and listen,” says sen- 
ior English major and Collective 
contributor Evan Brengle, “but it 
would be wonderful to have a larg- 
er turnout, to bring in even more 
passionate people and even casual 
audience members.” 

Assistant English professor and 
Literary Club adviser Doug Rice 
helped to organize campus read- 
ings before the Caffeinated Collec- 
tive. He encourages all of his stu- 
dents to take the time to read their 
work for an audience. 

“Readings give writers a chance 
to hear how some of their language, 
plot, characters or images are work- 
ing,” argues Rice, who has pub- 
lished three books and many more 
short stories. “A live audience helps 
with that understanding and forces 
writers to remember that (writing) 
is an oral art form.” 

The Collective does get an oc- 


casional boost from off-campus 
writers who come to Sac State to 
read. Recently, Shaw invited Fol- 
som Lake College English profes- 
sor Terri Kessler and her class to 
present work in the library. The 
reading was one of the best-attend- 
ed events of the semester. 

Most Tuesdays, however, are 
hit or miss. For Shaw, not having 
featured readers typically means 
having to fill in with his own work. 
On the night he takes the stage with 
Jensen, the two men are performing 
poetry from their self-released CD, 
“On Couches.” 

They follow “Denim Delight” 
with a meditation on old lawn 
mowers.

Next, gradu- 
ate student Karen Embry reads a 
minutes-old poem juxtaposing the 
phrases of a political news story 
with the sexual admonitions of a 
Dear Abby column. 

Soon enough, the Caffeinated 
Collective wraps it up for another 
week. The audience grabs some 
coffee for the road, and the half- 
dozen or so writers who continue to 
faithfully attend the readings stay 
positive. 

“You can read something aca- 
demic, totally non-academic or 
some totally oddball stuff and 
everyone is pretty receptive,” Em- 
bry says. ““We’re just excited to 
have people reading no matter what 
form, style or level they’re working 
at.”

AUDIOSLAVE 
ALMOST HITS ITS 
MARK 





With Audioslave’s self-titled 
debut, the all-star band taps the tal- 
ents of Soundgarden’s Chris Cor- 
nell and Rage Against The Ma- 
chine’s Tim Commerford, Brad 
Wilk and Tom Morello. 

With this lineup, fans like my- 
self may have been expecting too 
much.

Long before there was the Dave 
Matthews Band, Matchbox Twenty or even 
Nirvana, there was Toad the Wet Sprocket. 
First introduced to the world via their 1990 
smash album Fear, the Santa Barbara four- 
some racked up countless Top 40 hits 
throughout the 90’s and sold millions of al- 
bums worldwide. 

Fast forward to 1997, more than ten years 
after the band initially got together. They 
were putting the finishing touches on their 
sixth album, Coil. As Toad headed into their 
twelfth year as a band together, time and pa- 
tience began catching up to them.

Phillips found himself embarking for the 
first time in his life on a solo career, a situa- 
tion that was dramatically different from 
Toad the Wet Sprocket, according to the 
singer/songwriter. 

“My expectations were very off base,” 
said Phillips.

while,” said Phillips. “And I used to have a 
good answer, but I didn’t anymore. So, I 
gave everybody a call, and they were ‘all 
into it. Then the Counting Crows called, and 
that was the perfect way to cement it.”

Everything I Need to Know in 
Life I Learned from Morrissey 
The Whipping Post

When it comes to big names, 
one word can mean a lot. Think 
about it: Napoleon. Gandhi. 
Gerth. 

Morrissey. 

Now we're talking. Morris- 
sey, the British singer/songwriter 
who parlayed his work with ’80s 
pop icons the Smiths into a tur- 
bulent solo career, has a name that 
inspires feelings of both longing 
and loathing in music fans around 
the world. 

Countless listeners have relat- 
ed to his poetic (and often 
scathingly funny) articulations of 
despair over the years, while 
countless others just wish he 
would take his trademark pom- 
padour and disappear forever into 
his own cloying self-conscious- 
ness. 

But while many stuffy music 
critics and indie-rock snobs will 
tell you Morrissey is a whiner, I 
know they secretly fear the truth: 
Morrissey can teach us more about 
real life than anything we’ll ever 
hear from overrated hacks and re- 
treads like the Beatles, Bob Dylan 
and the Rolling Stones. If you 
don’t believe me, just take a look 
at some of his most’brilliant and 
quotable insights: 

“Hang the DJ’ — I don’t ac- 
tually advocate taking torches and 
pitchforks to lynch radio person- 
nel, but do something—ANY- 
THING—to show those lousy 
bastards that you’re not gonna take 
Slipknot or Disturbed any longer. 
I recently cleared the FM presets 
from my car stereo, and I’ve nev- 
er felt better; I haven’t heard a nii- 
metal “song” in over a month. It’s 
been even longer since I’ve had 
to endure one inbred after anoth- 
er calling between bong hits to re- 
quest “Dirrty,” or the song by that 
godforesaken witch who won 
“American Idol.” Teach big ra- 
dio a thing or two by driving down 
to the station, flipping to CD mode 
and cranking your favorite Mor- 
rissey tune.

Nevertheless, I keep those 
friends in my heart at all times; 
when they become rich and fa- 
mous, I can say “I knew them 
when.” Then I can go home, wal- 
low in self-loathing and set myself 
on fire. Thanks for the lift, Mor- 
rissey. 

“It’s your own fault for re- 
producing’ — Other people may 
tell you that your kids are kinda 
cute, or maybe even interesting, 
but don’t believe thé hype. In fact, 
in most cases the person paying 
the compliment is just being po- 
lite—and you are in denial. The 
truth is that most kids grow up to 
be just like their parents, and if 
you are a lousy person, everybody 
else knows your kids are probably 
next. The main thing to remember 
is that you are the only person who 
has an obligation to like your chil- 
dren, and even THAT seems to be 
a fading cultural standard. If you 
happen to be a young single person 
who dreams of being a parent, 
Morrissey and I would advise 
against it; instead, you should buy 
a dog, take it for walks and just 
work on getting a date. 

Next up: Year-end steel cage 
match—Morrissey and the Whip- 
ping Post vs. the hippies.
